Victoria's First Hotel. -, , 

The Thistle corner building, known to 
all old residents as Bayloy's Hotel, was 

sold to Mr. .\rchitect Trounce yoatcrduy 
for S'JO, and the work of tearing down be- 
gan immediately. In a day or two noth- 
ing w ill be led to mark the spot w here 
hto id the pioneer hotel of Victoria. The 
building was erected by Chaa. A. Bayley 
about lKd-1 for; hotel purposes. jW hen, 
the "rush" ciiiiie in 1858 the upper 'flat, 'a~ 
mere loft, was furiiisliud with cots and 
straw iiialtn^ssea, and there the early 
gold .-cekeiH wore \voiit to stretch their 
weary limbs at per head and gasp for 
breath in a fetiil and overcharged atino.i-; 
phere till the moniiiig lighl forced its 
way into the apartment through the 
tiny windows on the Y'ates street side. In 
i.S.'i.S ,1. C. Keeiian leased tlie barrnriin 
till lately occupied by Mr. Thistle, and 
di.-peiised ciicl; fails at two bits a glass. 
.\t lhat period water was very acarce-- 
the sup|dy being obtained frciiii a spring 
nt .Spring Ridge and drawn about town in 
carta and delivered at people's doors.
